Anyone wishing to 
place an article on the warrant has 
until that date to collect 100 
signatures and take them to the 
Town Hall. 

It is not known at this time where 
the meeting will be held. 


Liquor license 
hearing 


Wilmington's Board of Selectmen 
called a hearing for 5 p.m. October 
14 to review Shamrock Liquor's 
right to retain its liquor license. 
The action came in the wake of a 
second violation by the employees 
and management of that store. 

According to Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart, seven juveniles under the 
age of 21 were arrested August 28 
after purchasing liquor from the 
establishment. Complaints were 
also filed against two sales clerks at 
the time. Stewart said this was the 
second such offense ‘in two-years 
and he requested selectmen to 
suspend, revoke, or “otherwise 
alter" Shamrock’s license. 

Selectman Jim Stewart agreed his 
board “cannot look away on a 
second offense.” 

Chairman Rocco DePasquale said 
"The town should exercise its full 
authority in any issue of this type.” 
During the proceedings, he stepped 
down from the chair since he holds 
a liquor license for his restaurant 
and didn't wish to place the town in 
a "compromising position.”

cons, a divided board finally issued 
a temporary earth removal permit 
good until December 22. This 
action, selectmen said, would allow 
the applicant to clean up operations 
at the Fordham Road site and put 
the onus on him to come back with 
a new plan to house the cars, 
possibly a two tier lot which would 
require less time to develop. 

Throughout the long, 
discussion, Chairman Rocco 
DePas quale sought a "reasonable 
solution; one which he said would 
prevent hardship to neighbors and, 
at the same time, allow the 
applicant to operate to the point 
where he could come back with an 
alternate plan.

“There's no way out of it but to 
continue in the shortest time 
possible,” said contractor Larry 
Ruggielo, who agreed with the 
general consensus that it would take 
another four or five years to 
complete the work. 

“We can't live with four years, 
six years, eight years. It's 
ludicrous,” cried Robichaud, 

When Ralph Williams of Spar- 
hawk Drive asked how much of the 
lot is complete, William Man.

Police check truck weights 
on Burlington Avenue bridge 


Eight-ton 
limit 


Friday was not the day to drive an 
overweight truck across the bridge 
in Wilmington Center. Trooper 
Baker of the Massachusetts State 
Police was working with the 
Wilmington Police to enforce the 
eight-ton weight limit and instruct 
Wilmington Police on procedures 
for enforcement of the limit. 

Portable scales were brought in, 
although the law states that any 
registered scale within a five mile 
tadius can be used. The 
Wilmington Police hope that an 
arrangement can be made with a 
local gravel company 

The Burlington Avenue bridge 
was constructed in the early 1900's 
‘and was rebuilt two years ago. 

There are several old railroad 
bridges in Wilmington, under the 
custody of the state D.P.W. The 
bridges were built with the idea of 
preventing accidents between trains 
and horse-drawn vehicles. 

The bridges served their intended 
purpose well, but are not able to 
sustain the weight of modern 
trucks. 

There has been concern expressed 
by both Town Manager Stapczynski 
and State Rep Miceli as to the 
unsafe conditions. Perhaps the

worst example of what can happen 
toa bridge occurred about 25 years 
ago, when a gravel truck collapsed 
the old Shawsheen Avenue bridge 
That bridge, since replaced by the 
Fred Cain Bridge (Route 129), now

The Wilmington Police will be 
conducting weigh - ins on a regular 
basis using scales. Damage to the 
bridge is one concern and there are 
others, Local youths tend to 
congregate under the bridge and 
trains pass under many time a day 

Weight restrictions on other 
bridges in Wilmington will be 
enforced. Eames Street, Butters 
Row and Lake Street all have 
bridges with low load limits 

Fines can be quite heavy, too. The 
fine for the driver ignoring the 
weight restriction is $20. The fine 
for the owner of the truck can end 
up with hundreds or thousands of 
dollars in fines, The first 10,000 
pounds over the weight limit are 
assessec at $30 per thousand, After 
10,000 pounds over weight it costs 
$60 per 1,000 pounds. A thorough 
examin is also made of the 
truck for any other violations of 
safety laws and certificates for what 
ever there might be on the truck

Frankly speaking

John Pesaturo of Lowell is not too likely to be doing busi- 
ness with the Town of Wilmington in the near future, as Roy 
McClanahan can well testify. John is the owner of J & P 
Painting Company. And, if there is anything that Roy, who 
is the superintendent of public buildings, can use around 
town, it is the services of a painting company. 

The story begins with the summer of 1985. Wilmington 
had advertised for bids for the painting of the Harnden 
Tavern and the Roman House. With no bids received for 
either project, John Pesaturo came on the scene to offer his 
services for the painting of the Tavern and the adjacent barn. 
This project was completed last summer to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Public Buildings, Roy McClanahan. 

When summer 1986 arrived, John came back to 
Wilmington, hoping to get the job for painting the Roman 
House, which presently houses part of the administration for 
the public school system. John must have quite a keen. eye to 
be able to tell that the Roman House is in need of a paint job. 
The paint is peeling so quickly by itself that there will never 
be any need for scraping prior to painting. Roy was glad to 
see John, but told him that he would first have to secure an 
insurance policy for his painting company, following which 
he could proceed with the work. 

Having spent a day running around to get the necessary 
insurance policy, John returned to the office of the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings to begin the job. 
Unfortunately for him, Roy McClanahan had experienced a 
change of heart, informing Pesaturo that his services would 
not now be needed and that Roy was going to have the job 
done by his own crew. All this took place on the Tuesday 
after Labor Day. 

Subsequently, John has an insurance policy, but no job. 
And Wilmington has a public building which remains in a 
state of disrepair. The leading question to be asked is, if Roy 
saw fit to suddenly cancel a verbal agreement with a 
contractor after having put him to the expense of getting an 
insurance policy, when will Roy himself see to the painting 
of the Roman House? 

And apparently there are needs at the Roman House which 
go beyond the parameters of a paint job. There are front 
stairs which are in need of repair, as well as some exterior 
grounds work. According to Henry Dembowski, Asst. 
Superintendent of Schools, "We are anxiously awaiting the 
painting of the Roman House and repair of the front stairs.” 

Hopefully, the method of maintenance at the Roman House 
is not going to be "Walker School style’. Everyone will 
remember the Walker School, which suffered severe 
structural damage in the basement due to the fact that the 
water in the basement was not monitored in the closed, 
unheated building. The eventual result was the demolition of 
the old Walker School. 

According to Superintendent of Public Buildings Roy 
McClanahan, the Roman House will be painted "as soon as 
the weather breaks." And incidentally, the color chosen will 
be a colonial blue. As for the front stairs, there are no plans 

tly to repair them. . eine 
We'll just have to see what happens when the “weather 
breaks." 

As for the future, there are questions concerning the 
staffing of the Public Buildings Department, and whether or 
not it is sufficient for the demands of the community. The 
department presently consists of 36 employees, 28 of whom 
are custodians, thus leaving a work crew of eight. But the 
most important aspect is the planning and coordination of the 
department throughout the year. Due to various budget 
restraints, certain fluctuations in an annual maintainance 
schedule must be expected; but the fact remains that the town 
is not keeping up with the physical needs of many public 
buildings. Therefore, what is needed is a careful review of 
the budget, staffing, and specifically, the coordination of the 
department. There has to be some reasonable attempt to 
meet the needs of town owned buildings before they come to 
the point of serious decay or structural damage, as was the 
case with the Walker School. Any long range plan must 
include as few changes as possible, and that will require 
some very competent leadership and coordination.

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More debate on role of town counsel

A letter from Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski to School 
Superintendent Robert Horan was 
the cause of some disagreement at 
Monday's Board of Selectmen 
meeting. The letter, which spelled 
out the role of Town Counsel Alan 
Altman, was dispatched September 
19 after board members reviewed 
that role with Stapezynski at a 
recent executive session. 

to the letter, Altman is 
available for legal work for all 
Wilmington boards except the 
Housing Authority, Redevelopment 
Authority, the Water and Sewer 

and the School Com- 
mittee. However, added Stapczyn- 
ski, all boards may use the services 
of the Town Counsel if they pay for 
his services out of their own 
budgets. 

This, contended Selectman Jim 
Stewart, is not what the taxpayers 
understand his role to be. Prior to a 
court case against the School 
Committee which involved town 
accountant Dorothy Peters, said 
Stewart, Altman served the school 
department. At that time, he went 
on, selectmen instructed Altman

not to be available to the depart- 
ment until the case was resolved.

My life revolves around lists and priorities and very little else 
these days.

I separate white wash from 
colored and manage to get through two loads before the incessant 
ringing of the phone interrupts. I pick up a trail of discarded 
clothes and comic books, water a roomful of drooping plants, and 
take out the overflowing trash. I remember my promise to paint 

thy six-year-dld's, room, a chore put on hold through the hot 
summer months. I'm almost done when the phone rings again. I 
put in an hour or so writing and checking facts with those helpful 
secretaries at the Roman House and Town Hall, then make a quick 
trip to the store for my husband and to the library for my kids.

(Editor's note: The following is 
the text of a speech made by 
Maureen Kelley during an open 
house and dedication ceremony at 
the Tewksbury Fire Department 
main station house on Sept. 13.) 
Today Tewksbury comes 
together to accept an aerial ladder 
(truck), a piece of equipment which 
speaks to us of the future, At the 
same time, we recognize those who 
have gone before in this depart- 
ment, Tewksbury's deceased fire- 
fighters. We do this symbolically 
with the dedication of this, the 
Spaulding Bell. 
‘This 99-year-old bell, which rests 
on its fine new pedestal again, 
reminds us of the merging of the 
past and future -- that merging is 
here and now. 
This beautiful bell, cast in 1887, 
has had a long and interesting 
history. 
Often referred to as the Foster 
School Bell, in reality it came to the 
town several years before the 
Foster School was actually opened 
and did not hang in the belfry at the 
Foster School until many years 
after the school was dedicated. 
The bell came to Tewksbury in 
1887, the year in which it was cast. 
It arrived in Tewksbury ata time 
«when the center of town was

Benjamin Spaulding was a 
charter member of the Village 
Improvement Association and, as 
part of this group, was committed 
to beautification of the town and 
development of the common. In 
1891 this group assisted in the 
building of the bandstand. 

But how as this man involved 
with this bell? 

Well, in 1887 a new District 
Number Two school was built in 
the village, actually on the spot 
where Nahil's Drug Store now 
stands. This school was the first 
home of Tewksbury High School, 
serving in this capacity until 1891 
when the first class was graduated. 
The town built the school, but the 
bell that was hung in the belfry in 
1887 was donated through the 
fund-raising efforts of Benjamin 
Spaulding. 


The bell was purchased from the 
McShane Bell Foundry in 
Baltimore, Maryland, a company 
that is still in existence. We believe 
the bell was transported by train to 
Tewksbury and then by wagon to 
the school. The bell would see 
many changes in Tewksbury in the 
coming years and its fate would be 
tied to many of those changes. 

During 1891 - '92 the high school 
classes were held in the vestry hall 
of the Congregational Church and 
the district school, home of the bell,

This situation 
existed until Tewksbury's fourth 
high school (now the Center 
School) opened in 1935. The 
present high school is actually 
Tewksbury's fifth high school 
location. 

Between 1895 and 1906 many 
individuals tried to have the bell 
moved to the new Foster School. 
When the Foster School had opened 
in 1894, the District No. 2 School 
was converted to use as the new 
home of the public library. Many 
residents felt the bell belonged in 
the new and larger Foster School. 
But, town meeting being what it is 
and was, the money was not 
actually appropriated until 1906. 
The bell was moved at a cost of 
$170. It was then 19 years old. 

From 1911 to 1920 the library 
shared the District Two School 
Building. During this era the old 
District Two School was called the 
Library School. In 1920 the library 
was moved to the new town hall and 
the Library School House was 
renovated and renamed the 
Spaulding School after Ben 
Spaulding, the man who had given 
the school its bell. 


Benjamin Spaulding died in 1925 
at 72 years of age. In the last year 
of his life he served on the School 
Building Committee for the 
addition to the Foster School. 

Between 1926 and 1941 the 
Spaulding School was used 
sporadically. The 1946 town 
meeting voted to have the selectmen 
sell the building. This was not 
actually done until a few years

Benjamin Spaulding was 
eulogized after his death in these 
words: "(an) active and valued 
member to whom the interests of 
the town was the first consideration 
www: (he was) of sterling honesty and 
unquestionable integrity in all his 
dealings with his fellow man.” 

Spaulding's accomplishments 
were many. He served as 
postmaster for many years. During 
these years the post office was 
located in his home, the Spaulding 
Homestead on East Street, current 
residence of the Gaffney Family. 

Benjamin Spaulding was the first 
treasurer as well as a founding 
member and trustee of the present 
Tewksbury Cemetery Corporation. 
He was a founding member of the 
Village Improvement Association; 
a trustee of the public library; a 
member of the Committee on 
Appropriations; a member (1902) 
of the Old Home Week Committee; 
the Street Lighting Committee; the 
Foster School Addition Building 
Committee; and a parks 
commissioners. 

He can very appropriately be 
remembered at this time along with 
Tewksbury's deceased firefighters 
because Spaulding was a member of 
Tewksbury's Committee on Water 
Supply and Fire Protection. 

In addition, at a special town 
meeting in 1902, he urged the town 
to investigate means of protecting 
the town against fire and 
encouraged the town to purchase a 
new chemical engine. 

The bell Benjamin Spaulding had 
brought to the town remained in the 
belfry of the Foster School for 
many years after his death. 
However, during the 1930s, 
Structural damage to the belfry 
necessitated the removal of the bell. 
For many years it rested unused on 
that attic floor. 

In the mid 1950s the bell was 
removed from its resting place. 
According to retired school 
custodian Supt. Frank McCusker, 
there was a major roofing project 
undertaken at the Foster school. 
The roofers and custodians 
together cut a hole in the floor and 
lowered the 400 Ib. bell down into 
the school's old third floor 
assembly hall -- Pickering Hall - 
by means of rope, chains and brute 
strength, In the current vernacular, 
it was an awesome undertaking 


THE DOCTOR 


For the next 30 years the bell was 
stored in various locations -- almost 
but not quite forgotten. 

In the past few years we have seen 
a resurgence of that spirit inherent 
in Tewksbury’s early Village 
Improvement Association. We are 
seeing a real renaissance in 
Tewksbury's Center. Suddenly 
people are recognizing what we 
have and why we should preserve 
our heritage. 

Civic minded individuals and 
groups have given the town a 
restored bandstand, a statue 
commemorating Anne Sullivan, a 
restored watering trough, flag 
poles, park benches, flowers 
planted on the common and a 
restored hand tub fire engine on 
display today. 

Businessmen have seen the good 
in restoration of historic buildings 
and the town has begun restoring 
our town hall. Finally, this historic 


a) 
bell has been preserved and 
displayed. 

Benjamin Spaulding and the 
Tewksbury Village Improvement 
Association would be very proud of 
us, a8 would Tewksbury's deceased 
firefighters who, in their own way, 
helped preserve and protect their 
town. It is now our town. Our new 
aerial ladder will help protect it but 
the decisions of all of us who work 
for restoration will preserve it, The 
Spaulding Bell is silent now but in 
another way it gives ringing 
testimony as it symbolically honors 
all who have, like Benjamin 
‘Spaulding, "been active and valued 
members to whom the interest of 
the town was the first 
consideration,” What better legacy 
can we leave?

Unclaimed 
tax list 


State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane 
has announced that his office is 
attempting to return more than $2 
million to 18,000 Massachusetts 
residents under the state's 
Unclaimed Money Law. 

Treasurer Crane noted that this 
money has been reported to the 
Treasury by insurance companies 
doing business within the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Included in the proceeds are unpaid 
benefits on health and liability 
insurance policies, unpaid life 
insurance benefits, customer 
overpayments and pension checks. 

Under Massachusetts’ Unclaimed 
Money Law (M.G.L. ch. 200A), 
accounts which have been dormant 
for at least five years are deemed to 
be abandoned and must be reported 
to the Treasury. The Treasury 
Department then tries to locate the 
rightful owner or legal heirs to 
return the money.

(Question 3) for a law to phase out 
the Surtax on the state personal 
income tax, and to limit-state tax 
growth to the level of growth in 
state wages and salaries, ¥ 

The breakfast was at Stelios 
Restaurant with good attendance, 
The purpose of the poll, according 
to executive director Joan 
O'Rourke, is to assist the directors 
when the time comes for them to 
decide whether or not the Chamber 
should Support the present initiative 
petition. 

Citizens for Limited Taxation 
initiated the movement that led to a 
limitation of taxes in municipal 
government, commonly called 
"Proposition 2 1/2."

Mass. unemployment up slightly 


Massachusetts posted a 3.9 
percent unemployment rate in 
August, up slightly from July's 3.7 
percent rate, Kristin S. Demong, 
director of the Division of 
Employment Security (DEA) 
announced recently. August marks 
the 30th consecutive month that 
Massachusetts has posted the lowest 
unemployment rate of the nation's 
11 industrial states, 

The Commonwealth's unem- 
ployment rate cogtinues to stand 


repeal on the Surtax of State 
Income, a repeal of the present 7 
1/2 percent surtax, and imposes a3 
‘3/4 percent surtax for the calendar 
year 1986 only, 

It provides that allowable state 
revenues shall not be and 
provides methods of computing the 
allowable state taxes, 

For three years Massachusetts 
wages and salaries have increased 
by 9.4 percent. So far in fiscal year 
1986 state revenues are up 15 
percent. The difference between 
9.4 percent and 15 percent is 
revenue surplus, or excess. 

A surplus is the money which was 
collected beyond the anticipated 
amount, when the budget was 
passed by the State Legislature. 

If the state had needed more, then 
the Legislature should have passed 
a revenue enhancement. This was 
not done, The state now has a 
Tevenue excess. 

Anderson asked the chamber 
members to join her in a repeal of 


nearly three full percentage points 
below the national rate. In August 
the national rate was 6.8 percent, 
slightly lower than July's 6.9 
percent rate. 

"The Massachusetts economy 
continues to show steady growth,” 
said Demong. "We now have more 
people working in the state than 
ever before, and the strength and 
diversity of our economy has 
enabled these new workers to find 
jobs.”

(Most of you will have trouble 
swallowing this one, but trust me —- 
it works.) 

Written below is my method for 
beating winter's chill, and it has 
never let me down. I have not 
shivered during winter in over two 
years and that includes almost a 
dozen weekends spent ice fishing 


very season. 

And if I can stay comfortable 
while standing on a frozen lake 
during a blizzard, there just might 
be something to this system, 

To stay warm in February, begin 
by staying cool now. That's all 
there is to it,” How's that for easy? 

Now, right now, before it gets 
cold, is the time to get ready for the 
chill of winter. By staying cool 
now, H 
in_stages, the worst that winter can 
throw at you will seem much less. 

To acclimate myself to winter, I 
begin now by dressing lighter than 
you might expect. A sweater is the 
heaviest thing T'll wear from now 
until mid-November, unless it 
rains, Before it snows I'll move up 
to a jacket, but nothing heavier. I'll 
always be ... um ... cool, but never 
uncomfortably cold. 

And it works -- for me at least. 
The cold just seems milder than it 
did when I was a youngster. 

My favorite example of how this 
works involves a girl I knew in the 
Air Force, while stationed in Utah, 
Tracy came from Fort Lauderdale 
and was thoroughly disgusted by 
the cold. 

Well, one September day it was a 
bit cool, and Tracy came outside 
dressed in an arctic parka! It 
occurred to me then that, come 
winter when it was REALLY cold, 
poor Tracy would become a 
prisoner in her own house. Nothing 
on Earth could keep her warm in 
the dead of winter. 

And I was right. The parka that 
kept her warm in the September 
chill was useless to her in the hard 
freeze of December in the Rocky 
Mountains, Tracy spent the entire 
winter indoors, looking out the 
window and swearing at the cold 
and snow, 

(By the way, Tracy has since 
escaped winter's nip by moving to 
Hawaii, where she lives today. Oh 
well.) 

But while Tracy was wearing her 
parka and shivering in September, | 


‘Was wearing a light sweater. Tl” 


admit that I wasn't toasty warm, but 
1 wasn't uncomfortable either. And 
when it got cold enough for ME to 
wear a parka, say around 10° F, I 
was ready, No dummy, Tracy had 
me shovel her walk. Hmmm. 

Yes, people tend to look at me 
funny and pull their children inside 
when I walk by. They think I'm 
either crazy, drunk, or immune to 
the cold (all possible). 

But my regimen of acclimation 
works for me. I just don't mind the 
cold, if I've had a few months to get 
ready for it. 


Now, don't try any of this if you 
don't know your own limits. If you 
shiver you're too cold -- period -- 
so dress up. 

I'd prefer not to be named in a 
lawsuit because someone developed 
pneumonia or died from freezing. 
If you can't be comfortable AND 
cool, then just forget the whole 
thing and just wait for spring. 

But if you can learn how to 
become acclimated to the cold, 
you'll have more fun this winter 
than you thought possible. One of 
your biggest discoveries will be 
when you learn just how much 
winter has to offer. 

Skiing and skating are the two 
biggest winter sports, but there are 
lots of others. Snowshoeing and 
cross-country skiing will put you 
into some of the prettiest scenery

Town to form committee 
on drug, alcohol abuse 


A townwide effort to control 
drug and alcohol abuse will get 
underway Monday, October 20 
with the first meeting of the 
Selectmen's Advisory Committee 
on Drug and Alcohol Abuse. 

Though local police efforts and 
an awareness campaign by the 
Chemical People Task Force are 
already seeing results, this meeting 
is slated to take specific steps to stop 
the growing problem. Members of 
several town boards, local health 
organizations, and police and 
SADD members will be invited to 
become part of this new committee. 


During the week ending 
September 23, Wilmington police 
officers responded to 33 alarms, 16 
accidents, 10 disturbances, two 
fires and rendered medical 
assistance five times.

The local Guard

Civilians may say it's a 
tempest in a time warp 
complicated by the involvement 
of the Pope and Julius Caesar. 

But it’s a matter of no small 
pride to certain members of the 
military. 

It isn’t just Harvard, you 
know, hoary with age and ivy, 
honor and distinction, that will 
have turned 350 this year. 

An organization even closer to 
home, and closer perhaps to the 
hearts of the commonalty, of 
whom it is composed, than 
domestic or imported royalty, 
also celebrates its 350th in 1986. 

It's the Massachusetts 
National Guard 

Two local battalions, the 101st 
Engineers, headquartered in 
Reading, and the 18nd In- 
fantry, based in Melrose, are, 
according to their members, the 
oldest of all. And it can show 
you painfully gleaned 
Pedigrees, lineage and honors, 
to stake its claim as the oldest 
military organization in the 
Western Hemisphere 

But, like every piece of 
history, the claim is subject to 
some dispute. 

Direct lineal descendants of 
two bodies of defenders created 
by the General Court of Massa- 
chusetts Bay in 1636, the 10ist 
and 182nd battalions are cer- 
tainly among the oldest, though 
the Massachusetts Guard's 
Adjutant General's Office cites 
three other battalions as 
descended from the early 
colonial regiments. 

Yet at least one military 
historian, Russell Weigley, 
gives the nod to the local boys. 
Professor of history at Temple 
University and author of 
several histories, Weigley 
maintains the first colonial 
companies were converted by 
the Court's order into three 
regiments, with the North and 
East still in existence today, as 
the 182nd and 10ist, respec 
tively, as ‘the oldest units in the 
United States Army." 

It might be argued that the

The early companies, ac- 
cording to Weigley, were 
composed of two-thirds 
musketeers and one-third 
pikemen. 

The National Guard closest to 
home today is without 
musketeers or pikemen, but 
represented in the body of the 
10ist Engineer Battalion, and 
based at Camp Curtis Guild on 
Haverhill Street in Reading. 

(Guild, incidentally, for all of 
you who may have wondered, is 
pronounced: GUILED, since it 
was named for an American 
journalist and politician, ac- 
cording to National Guard 
spokesman Maj. Kevin Killeen. 
Guild, late Harvard graduate, 
lieutenant governor and 
brigadier-general in the Massa- 
chusetts militia, was also ap- 
pointed ambassador to Russia, 
where he was awarded the 
Grand Cordon of the Order of St. 
Alexander Nevski, by the last of 
the Romanovs, Nicholas II.) 

Unshaken in their own belief 
of being the oldest U.S. military 
units still in existence, the 101st 
and the 182nd will, in a sense, 
jump the gun a little on three of 
their possible cousins in ancient 
descent 

The two units plan to 
celebrate the landmark an- 
niversary of formation of the 
colony's first militia regiments, 
with a joint battalion ball, 
slated for Oct. 4 at the Sheraton- 
‘Tara Hotel in Framingham. 

But the dispute as to which 
present day battalion can claim 
to be the oldest of all may 
continue, as a matter of some 
little pride, according to local 
guardsmen and military 
authorities. It all centers on the 
General Court's order. Dated 
Dec. 13, 1936, the order ap- 
parently did not indicate a time 
of formation for each regiment 
North, East and South, listed by 
some sources as the North, East 
and Boston Regiments. 

If that’s not quite complicated 
enough, the Pope and Julius 
Caesar also enter the picture, 
further muddying the historical 
waters, though only a little. 

Pope Gregory XIII, in 1582, 
had issued the Gregorian

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Partial solar eclipse 
visible on Oct.3 


On Friday, Oct, 3, most of 
North America will experience 
one of nature’s grand events —a 
partial eclipse of the Sun. 

A solar eclipse happens when 
the Moon passes in front of the 
Sun as seen from Earth. In a 
partial eclipse, the Sun is never 
covered up entirely, The curved 
edge of the Moon intrudes only 
part way across the Sun’s bright 
disk, turning it intoa crescent. 

Only in a narrow strip of the 
North Atlantic Ocean east of 
Greenland will this eclipse be 
total, with the Moon completely 
covering the Sun. 

In New England and eastern 
Canada the partial eclipse will 
be fairly deep, with the Sun 
becoming just a thin crescent. 
Farther west and south, less of 
the Sun will be covered. There 
will be no eclipse at all in most 
of California, Nevada and 
Arizona, as well as western 
Mexico. 

DANGER TO. EYESIGHT — 
Looking at the Sun is always 
dangerous to your eyes, partial 
eclipse or no. In past decades 
hundreds of people suffered eye 
damage when eclipses 
prompted them to gaze at the 
Sun, Sky & Telescope magazine 
reports that after the American 
eclipse of March 7, 1970, there 
were 145 known cases of eye in- 
jury. A little over half of these 

ple never recovered their 
nme quality of vision. In re- 
cent years, strong warnings by 
news media have greatly 
reduced the number of eclipse 
eye injuries. After the eclipse of 
May 30, 1984, Sky & Telescope 
uncovered only three cases in 
the United States.

As the minutes go by 
the dent slowly grows and deep- 
ens. If the eclipse becomes very 
deep, turning the Sun into a thin

As the Moon moves onward, 
the dent in the Sun shrinks and 
finally departs, leaving the solar 
disk whole once again. The en- 
tire process can take over two 
hours depending on how deep 
the eclipse becomes at a given 
location.

Blue Velvet starring Kyle 


Maclachlan, Isabella 
Rossellini, Dennis Hopper and 
Laura Dern. Written and 
directed by David Lynch.

Best described as an ‘“‘odd"’ 
film, director David Lynch 
(Dune) has crossed through the 
looking glass to give us his 
skewered vision of Middle 
America. At once perverse and 
mesmerizing, Blue Velvet is the 
Eighties version of an Andy 
Hardy fantasy in which Our 
Hero trips through suburbia, 
comes face to face with his first 
taste of evil, and likes it. 

Set in Lumberton, where 
people have their chainsaws 
buzzin’ on a crisp Saturday 
morn, the movie opens with a 
pleasant scene of a man 
watering his lawn. Pleasant 
until it appears he is having a 
stroke and becomes entangled 
by the hose. Lynch then gives us 
a close-up of the ground, the 
man is lying on and proceeds to 
dig beneath the surface, 
showing us an army of red ants. 
‘This shot is representative of 
the film on a whole, as the 
director continues to churn up 
the seamier side of humanity, 
all the while letting us enjoy the 
weirdness of it all. 

Kyle Maclachlan plays the 
young man who takes a journey 
through his psyche when he 
realizes that he may not have 
been born to be bad, but it’s a 
transformation he can, easily 
make, Maclachlan immerses 
himself in a local mystery and 
discovers that at the core of it 
all is a damsel in distress, 
played with eerie detachment 
by Isabella Rossellini. She is a 
self-destructive woman, an 
impassioned temptress, and a 
far cry from the pink-cheeked 
prom queen world of Laura 


Dern, 
troubled 
Also at the core of the movie 
is Dennis Hopper as a demonic 
criminal who is involved in a 
sexually bizarre triangle with 
Rossellini and a blue velvet 
robe. As you can see, this film is 
not going to be everyone’s cup 
of tea. Those easily shocked 
should best skip this flick, 
because anyone who believes in 
Mom, Sunday services and 
Disney are going to be rather 
disillusioned to see Dean Stock- 
well looking like the make-up 
counter at Woolworth's as he 
minces through his small, but 
all-together debased role as an

easily will be able to laugh. And 
if you can’t laugh in the face of 
perversity, and don’t want to 
pay to be unsettled, you can 
always look at this as a true 
moviegoing experience. 
Because, while some of us like 
Lynch’s nightmarish style, even 
his detractors will have to 
admit that this is the most in- 
teresting film released so far 
this year.
